California’s third annual ‘“‘Conserva- , 


tion Week” was ushered in on Satur- 
day and Sunday in exercises conducted 
by El Dorado Post No. 119, American 
Legion, and by Marguerite Parlor No. 
12, Native Daughters of the Golden 
West. 

The Native Daughters held their 
traditional Arbor Day meeting on Sat- 
urday at the home of Mrs. Harriett 
Amstalden, president. There was a 
short program during which a crepe 
myrtle tree was planted in the yard of 
Mrs. Amstalden’s home. The tree was 
christened ‘Marguerite’ for the par- 
lor, and was dedicated to the memory 
of Mrs. Amstalden’s mother, Mrs. Jose- 
phine Norris, who was an El Dorado 
County pioneer. 


The Sunday program, at Marcus P. 
Bennett, Jr.. Memorial Park, was con- 
ducted by the American Legion post 
as a contribution in civic service, and 
in addiiton to its adding to the observ- 
ance of Arbor Day and the keeping of 
Conservation Week, the _ occasion 
marked also the sesquicentennial of 
the signing of the Constitution. 

The post planted a grove of 19 sil- 
ver maples in the picnic grounds of 
the park. The exercises were open to 
the public. 

Following the invocation by Father 
T. J. Hayes, the audience sang “Ameri- 
ica” with accompaniment by the county 
band, directed by Charles W. Ball. C. 
A. Barker, chairman of the post’s con- 
servation committee, spoke briefly fol- 
lowing which the tree planting took 
place.

QUAKE SHAKES 


S. F. BAY AREA 


Windows Shattered By 
Tremblor Early 
Monday 


SAN FRANCISCO ‘(U)—An _ earth- 
quake of severe intensity rocked the 
San Francisco Bay region over a ra- 
dius of 60 miles today, shattering piate- 
glass windows and mirrors, and crack- 
ing chimneys. No casualties were re- 
ported. 

Dr. Albert Newlin, director of the 
seismograph at Santa Clara Univers- 
ity, said the main shock occurred at 
2532 a." 


The University’ of California at 
Berkeley reported three other quakes. 
Dr. Perry Byerly said they occured at 
2:02) 3741, and. 6257. ac m1. 


Plate glass windows were shattered 
in store windows here. Several bars 
reported mirrors in their  establish- 
ments were cracked. In the East Bay 
region the tremblor was more severe. 
Plaster and chimneys were cracked. 


Hundreds of burglar alarms went off 
in the quake area. It took police an 
hour to investigate and stop. the 
alarms. 

Merchandise was reported shaken 
from store shelves in El Cerrito and 
Richmond. Almost every bottle in one 
El Cerrito liquor store was hurled to 
the floor and smashed, but the build- 
ing was unscathed.

Other damage, in the form of broken 
water heaters, and

Cracks in the 60-foot tower on the

opened by the quake. City Engineer 
George Sperbeck said he would inves- 
tigate the damage further’ before 
recommending the tower be removed. 

The top section of the tower was 
destroyed by the 1906 earthquake.

DAYTONA BEACH, Fila. (—Sam 
Breadon and Frankie Frisch, already 
bothered by the refusal of Dizzy Dean 
to come to terms, were plunged into 
another bitter holdout war today when 
I, Henry McLemore, St. Louis Card- 
inals rookie, struck for more pay. 

After a week in training camp I re- 
alized the terms of the contract of- 
fered me by owner Breadon—fifty 
cents a day and free bus transporta- 
tion—was not adequate. On the basis 
of 365 days a year that comes to 
$182.50 and 730 bus rides. That’s 
enough bus rides, but not enough 
money. In my only conference with 
Breadon I demanded the amounts be 
switched, giving me $730 and 18% 
bus rides. 

I pointed out to him that fifty cents 


a day is not enough to eat on. It: 


works all right for breakfast, because 
you can get a fairly substantial one 
for fifty cents. 

But it took me only one day to dis- 
cover that when you have just fifty 
cents a day to live on, and spend it 
all for breakfast, it leaves you prac- 
tically nothing for lunch and dinner. 
Actually, it doesn’t leave you even 
enough to play the slot machine, and 
if I don’t play a slot machine once a 
day, I almost go crazy. I guess it's 
because I just have to have a lemon 
to keep my system balanced. 

I also pointed out that 730 bus rides 
in one year is too much for anyone. 
That’s specially true of someone like 
me, who always manages to get a seat 
over the wheels, and next to a woman 
with a baby who alternately cries and 
peels bananas. 

As I had expected, Breadon im- 
mediately answered that I couldn't 
hold out as I already had affixed my 
signature to a contract. His smile

Pie-Making Hints 


Make incividual pies, in your muffin 
tins. The recipient feels a childish 
delight at the honor of a whole pie to 
himself, and it is much more attrac- 
tive than the cut slice with its exposed 
and mutilated edges. This is especially 
useful for cream or berry pie which 
are runny. If you use several small 
tins, set them on a baking sheet or 
larger pan for ease in handling. 

Cut gashes in the top crust of a 
pie to allow the steam to escape. A 
fork inserted through these may test 
the contents to see if they are done. 

To prevent a juicy pie from cooking 
Over, cut the top crust with the scis- 
sors a haif inch larger thafi the pie 
tin and fold this border underneath 
the under crust, making a rim of dou- 
ble thickness. Another method is to 
wet a strip of cloth or waxed paper 
and fold it snugly around the border of 
the pie, above and below. It may be 
Pulled off when the pie is baked. Still 
another device is a small paper funnel 
inserted in the center of the pie which 
permits the surplus juice to boil up 
through it rather than spilling over the 
edges.
